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THE INF'I-UENCA. OF OFFICE-HOLDERS
IN NATIONAL POLITIUS.
Tun Constitution of the Unitod States declares
that “no Senator or Representstive, or person
holding an office of trust or profit under the
United Btates, shall be appointed an clector,
The obvious Intent of this clause Is to provent
persons officially connected with the National
Government from exercising undue influence in
Presidentinl elections. It i= evident, however,
that this end eannot be obtained without much
additional leglalation and n radieal change in
the exigting partisan machinery, The framers
of the Constitution seem to bhave anticipated
that the electors would exercise unrestricted
judgment in the choice of a President and Vice-

President, whereas they bave practically be-
come mere aulomatons, casting their voles
lovariably for the candidates nominated

by mntional conventions. These conventions do
the work which the founders of the republic had
nllotted to the Electoral College; and instead of
this work being beyond the influence of Seno-
tors, Congressmen, and nntional office-holders,
they usually control i The pirtisin system
prevailing before nationnl conventions were
. izad wns even worse than the present one,
for under It Presidential candldates were chosen
by onal caucuses. The conventions
were first devised maloly for the purpose of pre-
venting men in office from perpetusting their
power, but as this object Is only attained in a
very lmperfect degree, it is evident that n much
more drastle change will be necessary to give |
the people full liberty to select their Presidents
without the interference of the official servonts
who eo often nspire to become the virtual
masters of the nation,

In England it is the universal custom, we be-
lieve, for all persons who hold subordinate offices
to nbstnin strictly from active Interference in
partisnn movements, and so far 1s this idea ear- |
ried that the employes of the Post Office Depurt-
ment are not even allowed to vote nt the elec-
tions for members of Parliament., TIn this eoun-

JA# these
official torces are all well drilled. and as thes
usually laek nmeither the time nor the dis-
position to concentrate their efforts in the most
offeetive manner, thelr aggregate influcnee i=
well-nigh overwhelming, and it is only om rare
occnsions that the people are unable to resisi
thelr machinations,

From this system manifold evils arise.
gressmen are much more apt to endorse the
claims of such applicants for appointments as
will prove useful to them individually, than to
recommend the men who are most competoni
and who would be most useful to the country.
The office-holders, in turn, work for the re-
nomination of their friends rather than for the
elevation of the candidates who are best fitted
to represent their respective districts in the
councils of the nation. The people, in many
instances, suffer a double loss, in having incom-
petent oificlals as well as incompetent Repre-
sontatives or Senators fastened upon them. These
evils are constantly Increasing in magnitnde,
and it will be difficult to resist them, nnle:s
something like the English system ls estab-
lished in this conntry, and the rule imperatively
laid down that office-holders shall not be
allowed to influence the actlon of either Con-
greseional, Btate, or national conventions.
